against Eastlake a naval petty offi­ 
cer. 
He and Miss Knox, who is a 
trained nurse, 
graduate 
of 
John 
Hopkins, have been removed to tin* 
Westmoreland county jail at Mont­ 
rose to await grand jury action. _ 
The body of Mrs. Eastlake, 
the 
mother of four children, was found 
in 
her home here early yesterday. 
Miss Knox had rushed through 
the 
village telling that Mrs. Eastlake had 
been murdered. Her head was almost 
severed from her body. 
The jury found that Mrs. E a st­ 
lake^ death was caused “by sharp 
instruments in the hands of her hus­ 
band and the nurse.’’ 
Testimony against Eastlake was 
given by two of his children, eight 
and ten years old. 
They said they 
were awakened by the noise of the 
brutal murder. They entered another 
room of the house and saw 
their 
father. He, according to the child­ 
ren’s testimony, rushed them back 
to bed saying their mother had been 
hurt and was being taken to the hos­ 
pital. 
Miss Knox admitted she slept in a 
house about ten yards from the tra ­ 
gedy the night before and was up 
early to see Eastlake. 
The bloodstained raincoat, identi­ 
fied as belonging to the nurse, and 
a revolver, were found iii a clump 
of bushes near where she slept. The 
hatchet was found in the Eastlake 
house and traces of blood were in

indicating the nurse 
tried to wash away traces of the 
murder. 
Police said blood spots were found 
on clothing worn by 
Miss 
Knox, 
testified that Mrs. Eastlake had been 
extremely nervous regarding alleged 
relations of her husband with the 
nurse. She was said to have lived 
in terror of Miss Knox. For several 
short periods, Miss Knox is said to 
have lived in the Eastlake home and 
Mrs. Eastlake on various occasions 
ordered her away. 
The nurse says she saw a man run­

didates. Walter Thomas is tliB dem- 
ocratic candidate for mayor and was 
nominated withoiit any opposition in 
the primary.

Colonial Beach, Va., Oct. 1 — 


Twenty-nine wounds inflicted by a 
hatchet and a revolver, were found 
by an autopsy here 
today 
on the 


body 
of Mrs. Robert D. Eastlake, 


whose brutal murder is charged by 


coroner's jury to her husband and 


bis alleged sweetheart, Miss Sarah 
E. Knos, 'of Baltimore. 


This little village has been stirred 


by the b'rutality 
of 
murder 
and 


threats of violence have been made 
against Eastlake a naval petty offi- 
cer. 
He and Miss Knox, who is a 


trained nurse, 
graduate of 
John 


Hopkins, have been removed to the 
Westmoreland county jail at Mont- 
rose to await grand jury action. _ 


The body of Mrs. Eastlake, 
the 


mother of four children, was found 
in 
her home here early yesterday. 


Miss Khoi had rushed through the 
village telling that Mrs. Eastlake had 
been murdered. Her head was almost 
severed from her body. 


The jury found that Mrs. East- 


lake's death was caused "by sharp 
instruments in the hands of her hus- 
band and the nurse." 


Testimony against Eastlake was 


given by two of his children,, eight 
and ten years old. They said they 
were awakened by the noise of the 
brutal murder. They entered another 
room of the house and saw 
their 


father. He, according to the child- 
ren's testimony, rushed them back 
to bed saying their mother had been 
hurt and was being taken to the hos- 
pital. 


Miss Knoi admitted she slept in a 


house about ten yards from the tra- 
gedy the night before and was up 
early to See Eastlake. 


The bloodstained raincoat, identi- 


fied as belonging to • the nurse, and 
a revolver, were found in a clump 
of bushes near where she slept.. The 
liatchet-was found in the Eastlake 
:iouse .and traces of. blood were in 
the 
kitchen, 
indicating the nurse 


tried to wash away traces of the, 
murder. 


Police said blood, spots were found 


on clothing worn by 
Miss 
Knox, 


testified that Mrs. Eastlake had been 
extremely nervous regarding alleged 
relations of her husband with the 
nurse. She was said to have lived 
in terror of Miss Knox. For several 
short periods, Miss Knox is said to 
have lived in the Eastlake home and 
Mrs. Eastlake on various occasions 
ordered her away. 


The nurse says she saw a man run- 


ning away from the house in the 
early dawn. She says she rushed in 
and found the mutilated body. 


The husband testified 
his wife 


orepared breakfast for him and was 
in good spirits when 
he 
left 
for 


work. 


When the body was found neigh- 


bors rushed to tell Eastlake. 


They testified he showed no con- 


cern over the tragedy: He is said to 
have maintained his indifferent 
de- 


meanor when he returned home and 
during the inquest.
